In Georgia there are 189,939 Negro farm laborer. The

majority of these laborers have never seen a well-arrang d dairy,
fruit, or stock farm. The mule, the scooter plow. tock, and
cotton are all they know. They must of nece it)' have a low
earning power. And they have nothing to timulate a de ir for
better things or a love for the work which the majority of them

must follow for a livelihood.
There are 18,700 Negro farm owners in the tate. A a rul

they do not under tand diver ified farming. ~lany of them
cannot read the agricultural literature hence have no mean of
improving their condition. They want to change their tern
of farming and rai e their tandard of livin lY, but th y do not
know how to do it. The one-crop y tern of cotton i all th y
know.

Solving the Negro Farm Problem in Georgia

Wh n farmer' in titute. b gan among. 'egro farmer in thefaU
of 1907, om of th outhern white p opl aid to Dir ctor
Parks: "Th re i no doubt about farmer' in. titut being a
good thing f l' white farmer, but we are not 0 c rtain about
Negro farmer. They do not em to b inter t>d in their own
improvement. However, we wiU e how you come out with
thi effort." '\h l' upon Mr. Parks thought he aw the key to
the whole ituation. The e outhern white men must be made
to ee the wisdom and economic value of helpinO' the egro
farmer to better methods.

There wa held at lark niversity" a round-up farmers'
in titute, ' Augu t 3 to 8, 1908. 0 effort was made to get a
large crowd of local p ople from the city. The committee
adverti ed for farmers and charged 50 cents per day for room
rent and board. In pite of failure to get reduced railroad rates,
and other difficultie , there were regi tered 65 person from ~4

countie ; 6 teacher from 5 different countie ; 6 preachers from
3 different countie; 5~ farmer from ~4 different countie .
Forty-five of th e farmer owned their farm and are highly
re pected by both white and colored in their communiti . As
high as 11.50 railroad fare w paid by om of the farmers to
reach the in titute and after bing at the in titut on da orne
of the farmer wrot hom for their on .

Clark' d partm nt of eientifie farming nabl d th national
agricultural d partm nt to di tribute on thou and farmer
bulletin among the farmer who kn w nothing of its work
before, and four hundred farm rs' bulletin were pIa d in the
hand of rural chool teachers who did not know how to g t
hold of agricultural information.
